The studies and 
pursuits of the profession have to do especi- 
ally with those great moral and social prin- 
ciples which form the very basis of our free 
institutions, A mind forever under the light 
of the reason and right which make up 
jurispradence, can hardly fail, one would say. 
of imbibing much of their nature, and of 
being nobly elevated and expanded. We 
| have a tight to expect that the lawyer, 
of all men, will have feelings ever alive 
to the duties of a man and a citizen. This, 
we believe, has always been a characteristic 
of the true lawyer everywhere. The biog- 
rapher of Sir Wirti4m Biacxstons, the 
great commentator on the laws of England, 
says of him: “In his public line of life, he 
the laws of his. country, and. making them 
the invariable rule of his conduct—averse 
to party violence, and moderate in his senti- 


ments, He was ever an active and judicious 


promoter of whatever he thought usefal or 
advantageous to the public m general, or to 
any particular society or neighborhood he 
was connected with; and having not only a 
sound judgment, but the clearest ideas, and 
the most analytical head that any man; per- 
haps, was ever blessed with, these qualifica- 
tions, joined to an unremitting perseverance 
in pursuing whatever he thought right, en- 
abled him to carry many beneficial plans 
into execution which would bave failed’ had 
théy been attempted by other men” ‘In all 
this, Buackstone was just the type of the 
true lawyer.

But the boats 
carry passengers, and ther rights the 


other occupants. of the river are bound to}, 


respect. One of these rights is to be trans-. 
ported without being drowned, and another 
is the Tight to travel on the river without 
being maliciougly delayed. We admit that, 
by reason of the monopoly of route conceded 
to the ferry boats, they are bound not to in- 


ferfere with theother travel on the river, 


and, other things. being equal, they must 
always be the party to give way. In the case 


of ships under sail, the fact of the ferry boate. 


using steam settlea this question on an addi- 
tional ground. 
But the ferry boats are not to be purposely 


jand maliciously delayed by other vessels. 


We are now forced to depend on these boats 
for connection between New-York and the 
¥ hole surrounding country. New-York is a 
great island without bridges, and of the mil- 
‘hon anda half people who are here in 
business, a large proportion cross the rivers 
in boats, to and from their homes, daily. 
‘Now, we may lamént the fact that there are 
no bridges for this great morning and evening 
tide of passengers, but that will not help the 
fact. These hundreds of thousands of ' peo- 
ple are our witnessesto the annoyance they 
so often experience from the apparent malice 
of some little tugboat, which, having 10 mo- 
tive for hurry, Will yet take advantage of its 
right to cut across the bows of a ferry boat, 
atid so force @ less or longer delay upon ‘a 
whole boat fall of people; whose time is 
money. We believe that, in general, the 
ferry boats err, if at all, on the side of cau- 
tion, and that euch are the instructions 

en'to their captains. Rather than risk 
' with other vessels, they wait some- 
times five or ten minutes in their slips. If 
this be their. habitual. practice; it is clear 
that. tugs ought “to offer them. sil 
facilities. possible, . We, do not say: that 
they need to do this out of any good feeling 
toward the ferry companies or their officers, 
but out of«public spirit. So long as New- 
York is so’ dependent on her ferries, and so 
long as the question of quick transportation 
from home to business, morning. and night, 
is so important, every facility must'be fur- 
nished to the boats that carry the passengers.
